height and depth of His love. If 
there is no Hell, Jesus did a vain 
and foolish thing when He died on 
the cross. 

I believe the Bible. I believe in 
the verbal inspiration of the Bible. 
I believe that holy men of old 
spoke as they were moved by the 
power of the Holy Ghost. I believe 
that all Scripture is given by in- 
spiration. 

You say, “I do not believe that 
there is a Hell.” Do you think 
that you can put out the fire of 
Hell with your unbelief? You say, 
“But I heard Dr. Know-It-All say 
that Hell was a doctrine suitable 


expect people in this enlightened 
Twentieth Century to believe it.” 
Hear me when I say he got this 
from some modernistic seminary 
but not from the Word of God. 

You say, “Someone came to my 
door and sold me a book and this 
book teaches that there is no 
Hell.”” This book was inspired by 
the Devil himself and if you read 
it and believe it you will go to 
Hell. 

I beseech you, read the Bible, 
go through the New ‘Testament 
and mark the places where it re- 
fers to a place called Hell. Read 
what Jesus says about it. You will 
find that He never gave details of 
a person in Heaven but He did 
give us a description of Hell. He 


they are sinful in nature. It is 
true that 


“Not in entire forgetfulness,

Little children have something 
heavenly, something innocent, 
something wonderfully sweet 
about them. They are gifts from 
God beyond price. But every such 
little child has a taint of sin in- 
born. Every one has a nature that, 
if not curbed, may lead to mur- 
der, to adultery, to blasphemy, 
to defiance of God, to Hell itself! 


God’s Word teaches that little 
children are born with a taint of 
sin. Psalm 58:3 says, ‘““The wicked 
are estranged from the womb: 
they go astray as soon as they 
be born, speaking lies.”’ David, in 
his heartbroken prayer after his 
shameful sin with Bath-sheba, 
said, “Behold, I was shapen in 
iniquity; and in sin did my mother 
conceive me’ (Psalm 51:5). He 
knew whence came his sin; it was 
the natural fruit of a fallen, de- 
praved nature which he had had 


from birth, even from his concep- 


———— 


tion! I do not mean that little 
children, unaccountable infants 
who do not consciously sin, are 
lost. Rather, the Bible teaches 
that they are kept, by God’s mer- 
ciful grace, until they come to 
the time of accountability to God, 
to a personal consciousness of sin. 
No one goes to Hell for the sinful 
nature he inherited. No one is 
punished in Hell for Adam’s sins 
of which he is the unconscious 
partaker by inheritance. First 
Corinthians 15:22 says, “For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive.” Whatever 
a child lost by inheritance of the 
taint of Adam’s sin, he has gained 
back in Christ. The child is kept 
safe until he personally, himself, 
becomes a sinner. But we must re- 
member in dealing with children 
that we have a fallen, tainted, de- 
praved nature to contend with, to 
restrain, and as far as possible, 
bring under the control of a de- 
veloped conscience, a moral char- 
acter, and when the child is saved, 
under the mastery of a new na- 
ture, imparted at conversion. 

A prominent man, speaking for 
the Atlanta Optimist Club the 
other day, expressed a belief that

this we shall fail, whatever our 
zeal, to do the thing God would 
have us do. Nay, the greater our 
zeal the more absolute and disas- 
trous will be our failure. Nothing 
is more pathetic than the _ spec- 
tacle constantly repeated of a 
zeal, beautiful in its purity, and 
passionate in its devotedness, 
burning itself out in utter aban- 
donment to a cause which is in no 
sense that of God. 


Perhaps no better illustration of 
this can be found than the crusad- 
ers. Beyond all question, the 
greater part of the thousands who 
streamed across the Hellespont in 
the endeavor to rescue the empty 
tomb of a risen Christ from the 
possession of the infidel were 
actuated by an unselfish zeal; but 
no one who reads the Bible be- 
lieves that their enterprise was in 
any scriptural sense Ohristian. 
And the pitifulness of it is that 
one-tenth part of that lavish cost 
of life and treasure would have 
done. 


What then is the purpose of 
God in this age, the execution of 
which is committed to us? 


Christians Are “Called-Out” 
Ones 

Now the word selected by our 
Lord for the name of the whole 
group of His people, “the church,” 
is singularly descriptive of what it 
is, of the process of its formation, 
and, hence, of the purpose of God 
in this age. The word is “ecclesia,”’ 
and it means “the called out ones.” 
The church® is composed of called 
out people. ‘I have manifested thy 
name unto the men which thou 
gavest me out of the world”

clared how God at the first did 
visit the Gentiles to take out of 
them a people for his name.” 
(Acts 15:14). 


There is not a passage, nor a 
line, of Scripture which intimates 
that the world is to be converted 
during this age. 

It is the age of the called out 
ones. Paul says he was “made all 
things to all men if by all means 
he might gain some,’ not “all.” 
He declares that his apostleship 
was for “obedience of the faith 
among {not “of’’| all nations.” 

Nay, not Paul only, but the Lord 
also describes the whole course of 
this age in terms which’ exclude 
the possibility of a converted 
world during its continuance. The 
parable of the tares in Matthew 13 
declares in express terms that the 
children of the Devil are to be 
mingled with the children of the 
kingdom until the end of the age. 
The purpose of God in this age,

Paul Said, “Do Thy Diligence 
to Come Before Winter” 


The subscription campaign does 
not close till July 3, but there are 
many reasons why the great 
bulk of subscriptions in this cam- 
paign ought to come right away.

Another thing, we have some-

The Apostle Paul wrote Tim- 
othy that inspired epistle of II 
Timothy, and yet God had him 
put a very tender personal touch 
in it. Paul was inspired to write 
Timothy, “Do thy diligence to 
come shortly unto me” (II Tim. 
4:9). And again he said, “Do thy 
diligence to come before winter.” 
Several reasons are .given or im- 
plied as to why Paul urged Tim- 
othy to hurry, to come at once. 


First, Paul was short of work- 
ers. He said Demas had gone 
into worldliness, Crescens and 
Titus were gone, Tychicus Paul 
had sent to Ephesus, and only 
Luke was present. Timothy should 
come himself and bring Mark be- 
eause Paul needs help. 

Then Paul had left a cloke at 
Troas. It must have been chilly 
in the dungeon jail where Paul 
was confined. So Paul wrote, “The 
cloke that I left at Troas with 
Carpus, when thou comest, bring 


with thee.” I do not wonder that 
Paul urged, ‘Do thy diligence to 
come before winter.’”’ Paul would 
need that cloke. God be praised 
for the sacrificial old man, in jail 
for the Gospel, earnestly burdened 
about all the work of God! But 
he needed that cloke in the cold 
dungeon. Timothy had better hur- 
ry to get there before the first 
winds of winter made it too cold 
in the dungeon, 


And then Paul needed his books. 
He said that Timothy should bring 
“the books, but especially the 
parchments.” I have no doubt that 
Paul studied a great deal and per- 
haps he meant some parchment 
copies of Old Testament books. 
At any rate he needed them. Tim- 
othy should not delay. 

Another reason seems implied. 
Paul was lonely, and somewhat 
forsaken. He said, “This thou 
knowest, that all they which are 
in Asia be turned away from me; 
of whom are Phygellus and Her- 
mogenes” (IL Tim. 1:15). He said, 
“Demas hath forsaken me, hav- 
ing loved this present world. . .” 
(II Tim. 4:10). Paul was in prison 
for the Gospel and he added, 
“Alexander the coppersmith did 
me much evil.” And Paul had been 
tried for his life and barely es- 
caped to stay in prison for a time 
before his head was cut off. And 
so Paul wrote, “At. my first an- 
swer no man stood with me, but 
all men forsook me: I pray God 
that it may not be laid to their 
charge” (II Tim, 4:16). 

I think God saw that Paul need- 
ed the comfort of Timothy’s pres- 
ence. Paul had stood alone so 
long! The people he had trusted 
had forsaken him. The way 
seemed too hard. To bear the re- 
proach of Christ, to stand perse- 
cution for Jesus, to be counted a 
nut and a fool, to associate with 
Paul a jailbird—the discouraged 
Christians had left Paul alone. 
Paul needed the comfort of other 
Christians.

Hollywood Irreligion 


An incident -took place recently 
in AuStralia which Methodist 
church leader Dr. C. Irving Ben-« 
son called “without precedent in 
Australia.” It seems that Holly- 
wood movie producer Stanley Kra- 
mer cordoned off a city block for 
several hours while he shot a 
scene of actor Gregory Peck in- 
specting deserted and litter-strewn 
streets after a supposed atomic 
fall-out. The incident happened on 
a Sunday and the Methodist Wes- 
ley Church was right in the mid« 
dle of that block. 

Litter and rubbish had been 
scattered in the streets by movie 
workers and police barred all ex-~ 
cept those connected with the pro<« 
ducing of the film, “On _ the 
Beach.’ No worshippers were able 
to get to the church and even the 
clergyman who was to conduct 
the services, Rev. Stuard Rea, was 
refused permission by police three 
times to get to the church. Even- 
tually he broke through the cordon 
and ran to the church. 

The movie company’s public re- 
lations office later explained, ‘‘We 
are sorry we caused the inconveni-< 
ence. We did not know we inter- 
ferred with church-going.” Appar- 
ently it never entered Kramer’s 
head that anyone would want to 
go to church on the Lord’s Day! 

Along the same line, Time 
Magazine reports that actress 
Pamela Mason, the wife of the 
noted actor James Mason, is writ- 
ing a novel about the fate of child- 
ren in divorce. She plans to sacri- 
legiously title the book, Hollywood 
Be Thy Name. The same magazine 
quotes this actress, who got her 
present husband when he came as 
a house guest and remained - be- 
hind when her previous husband 
moved out, as suggesting that Hol- 
lywood husbands have harems in 
order to prevent “messes like 
Eddie Fisher and Liz Taylor.” She 
was also quoted as lambasting 
monogamy as “unnatural,” defen- 
ding pre-marital sex relationships 
on the ground that “it’s absurd to 
stop when you are most inter- 
ested,” and calling for legalization 
of homosexuality because ‘‘it’s no- 
body’s business what two adult 
males do with their sex life.’ The 
last three statements were made

Rather than _ ostracizing her 
from decent people and respect- 
able programs, Time reports that 
Such expressions have made her a 
“public figure, ripe for network 
display on the Jack Parr show.” 
Christian people should send a 
flood of protests to every station 
releasing any production on which 
she appears. 


Booze Wins Again! 

Liquor broke up another home 
recently and caused the fiery 
death of three children while doing 
so. In February, a Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, mother left her husband 
and three small children at home 
while she went off to work. After 
she had gone the husband left the 
children ‘‘unsupervised and alone” 
while he went a “considerable dis- 
tance” to a store to purchase beer. 
While he was away, a cigarette 
smolding in the davenport burst 
into flame, trapping the children 
in their bedrooms where they died 
in the fiery inferno. 

Two weeks later the wife and 
mother filed for divorce against 
her husband charging that she 
was “heartbroken and on the verge 
of a nervous breakdown”’ follow- 
ing the deaths of her children ages 
eight, six and ffineteen months. No 
doubt the price of those beers 
was considerably higher than the 
distraught husband and_ father 
ever intended to pay—the lives of 
his three children and the love of 
his wife! But many a man has 
found that the price of sin comes 
much higher than he bargained. 
Always it is a losing game! 


Delinquent Parents 
Charging our present. society 


with substituting ‘indulgence for 
discipline, pleasure for duty and 
money for morals,’ FBI director 
J. Edgar Hoover placed the blame 
for the “growing menace of youth 
crime” largely at the door of de- 
linqguent parents, His caustically 
worded editorial said that the pub- 
lic only thinks of criminals as 
leading our youth into. thievery 
and immoral activities but he 
charged large segments of the 
adult population with being guilty 
“by their negligence, indifference, 
personal greed and bad example.” 
He said “the alarming present 
rate’ indicates that in excess of 
one million youths ages ten to sev- 
enteen will be arrested in 1962 and 
every following year. 

An earlier report by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, based on 
its uniform crime-reporting sys- 
tem, showed an eight per cent rise 
in crime during 1958 over 1957. A 
sharp increase was prominent in 
smaller cities and figures showed 
that cities between 50,000 and 
100,000 jumped 11 per cent in 
crime, and those from 25,000 to 
50,000 had increased 10 per cent. 
Increase in arrests of youth under 
18 was 6.7 per cent. One of the 
most startling increases was for 
forcible rape in cities between 
25,000 and 50,000 population. Cit- 
ies in this group had an increase 
of 31 per cent while in the cities of 
over a million population, this type 
of crime decreased by 2 per cent.

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every boy is good by nature and 
with a fair chance would be a 
noble, good man. Really, he ex- 
pressed only a very dangerous 
hHhalf-truth, or less than a half- 
truth. Every child has capacities 
for good in the sense that God 
loves every child and wants to 
come into the heart and make the 
child good. And God has put cer- 
tain capacities in the child which 
by careful discipline and restraint 
and nurture may develop into no- 
ble qualities. But left without dis- 
cipline, without restraint, without 
punishment for sin and without 
definite influence for God and 
righteousness, every child in the 
world would turn out bad, wicked, 
unsocial, criminal! Every mother 
and father, viewing their precious 
baby, should remember that that 
little one is no better than Cain, 
the first child ever born, when he 
was cradled in the arms of his 
mother Eve. Your child and mine 
will turn out as Cain unless defi- 
nitely restrained, controlled, dis- 
ciplined, and influenced for right- 
eousness and God. 

The fallen nature inherited by 
every child demands that children 
should be brought up in the fear 
of God, with instruction and cor- 
rection, as well as prayers and 
tears. When one realizes that the 
duty of parents is to take little 
ones with sinful, perverted na- 
tures and prepare them for Heav- 
en, it is easy to see that punish- 
ment for sin and the restraint of 
strong authority is absolutely 
necessary in the home. 


Parents, Like God, Must 
Punish Sin and Reward 
Righteousness 


Parents stand in the place of 
God before their children, to a 
remarkable degree. Particularly 
does the father in the home have 
the authority of God over his chil- 
dren. He acts as God’s deputy. The 
Bible often uses a human father 
to illustrate God’s attitude toward 
His children. “Like as a father 
pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear him” (Psa. 
103:13). ‘‘When ye pray, say, Our 
Father which art in heaven,” said 
Jesus (Luke 11:2). “If ye then, 
being evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good 
things to them that ask him?” 
(Matt. 7:11). Parents, I say, stand 
before their children, clothed with 
the authority of God. 

So in Colossians 3:20 we read, 
“Children, obey your parents in 
all things: for this is well pleas- 
ing unto the Lord.” How striking 
is this statement, that the author- 
ity of parents over their children 
is to be unlimited, and that chil- 
dren are to obey their parents 
an all things! 

The highest morality is summed 
up in the commandment, ‘Honor 
thy father and thy mother.” That 
morality is to be rewarded thus: 
“that thy days may be long upon 
the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee” (Exod. 20:12). Parents 
have the authority of God over 
their children, and how serious, 
how all-important is this responsi- 
bility! 

But God punishes people for sin. 
So the Bible declares from the 
beginning to end. Even God’s 
Saints are subject to His chastise-

Correction and Discipline of Children 


ment for their own good. Since 
parents are to exercise the au- 
thority of God over their children 
to a very large degree, the Bible 
clearly teaches that parents 
should chastise their children for 
their own good, just as God pun- 
ishes His children for their own 
good. 

Hebrews 12:6-8 says, “For 
whom the Lord loveth hé chasten- 
eth, and scourgeth every son 
whom. he receiveth. If ye endure 
chastening, God dealeth with you 
as with.sons; for what son is he 


whom the father chasteneth not? | 


But if ye be without chastise- 
ment, whereof all are partakers, 
then are ye bastards, and not 
sons.” Here the simple rule is 
given that God chastises His chil- 
dren as all-good fathers chastise 
their children. 

“If ye endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons; 
for what son is he whom the fa- 
ther chasteneth not?” It is in the 
very nature of sonship to receive 
chastising when needed. It is in 
the very nature of fatherhood to 
give chastising when necessary. 
Any father who does not whip his 
children treats them as if they 
were bastards (verse 8). A man 
who as a whoremonger begets 
children outside of marriage ig- 
nores his children, takes no re- 
sposibility for them, refuses to be 
a father to them. He does not 
support them, he does not teach 
them, he does not chastise them. 
He does not recognize the bastard

boy as his son. So God says that 
any man who does not whip his 
children to make them mind 
treats them as bastards, as il- 
legitimate children for whom he 
takes no responsibility! Nothing 
could show more plainly the truth 
that God regards necessary chas- 
tisement of children as the ines- 
capable duty of a father toward 
his children. 

In these days when juvenile de- 
linquents fill the jails, when homes 
for fallen girls are crowded, when 
teen-age prostitutes throng every 
city and run after soldiers, when 
smoking, drinking, immoral, crim- 
inal youth has become the great- 
est moral problem in America, 
some educators frown on disci- 
pline of any kind. These silly, 
morally immature, impractical ed- 
ucators and theorists have utter- 
ly failed in turning out good men 
and women, citizens of character 
with Christian-hearts and noble 
lives. Yet they scoff at corporal 
punishment which is so clearly 
taught in the Bible and so thor- 
oughly vindicated by practical ex- 
perience. The only answer to juv- 
enile delinquency, the only answer 
to a generation which has grown 
up without faith in God, without 
self-control, without any stead- 
fastness of moral character, is to 
come back to the Bible and find 
God’s way of growing men and 
women with character. Prayer- 
ful, intelligent, Christian disci- 
pline in the home is absolutely 
essential to the growing of good 
men and women. 

Another plain command of the 
Scripture on this subject is given 
in Ephesians 6:4: “And, ye fa- 
thers, provoke not your children 
to wrath: but bring them up in 
the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord.” 

Fathers are to bring their chil- 
dren up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord. I was star- 
tled to find, only yesterday, that 


the word nurture in Ephesians 
6:4 means chastisement or chas- 
tening. In fact, the word nurture 
is translated from the same Greek 
word paideia, which is translated 
chastening in Hebrews 12:5, in 
Hebrews 12:7, and Hebrews 12:11! 
It is the same word translated 
chastisement in ~Hebrews 12:8. 
The Greek verb, paideuo; on the 
same stem as this word, is used in 
Luke 23:16 and again in Luke 
23:22 of the scourging of Jesus! 
Pilate said, “I will therefore chas- 
tise him, and let him go.” The 
word nurture in Ephesians 6:4 
means chastisement in the origin- 
al Greek Scripture. So fathers are 
really commanded to bring their 
children up in the discipline, or 
correction, or chastening, and ad- 
monition of “the Lord! 


For parents to chastise their 
children as necessary is explicitly 
commanded in the Word of God. 
Parents act for God in punishing 
sin, in rewarding righteousness, 
and in compelling the obedience of 
their children. 

The responsibility of parent- 
hood is almost overwhelming when 
viewed by the standard of Holy 
Seripture. Deuteronomy 21:18-21 
shows us clearly that every fa- 
ther and mother had better have 
their son dead than for him to live 
in disobedience to their authority 


and teachings. 


“If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey 
the voice of his father, or ‘the 
voice of his mother, and that, 
when they have chastened him, 
will not hearken unto them: Then 
shall his father and his mother 
lay hold on him, and bring him 
out unto the elders of his city, 
and unto the gate of his place; 
And they shall say unto the elders 
of his city, This our son is stub- 
born and rebellious, he will not 
obey our voice; he is a glutton, 
and a drunkard. And all the men 
of his city shall stone him with 
stones, that he die: so shalt thou 
put evil away from among you; 
and all Israel shall hear, and fear” 
(Deut. 21:18-21). 

It is understood from - other 
Scriptures that a child properly 
brought up will not, when grown 
or near grown, be a rebel and 
a drunkard. But if parents under 
the Mosaic law had failed to train 
a son for God and righteousness 
to the extent that later the lad 
turned out to be a rebel, a stub- 
born and rebellious son, a glutton 
and a drunkard, they should first 
chasten him thoroughly and then 
“when they have chastened him,” 
they find that he “will not heark- 
en unto them,” then they are to 
bring him to the elders of the city 
to be stoned! 

It is true that we do not have 
the same kind of civil government 
today. Instead of bringing such 
a son to be stoned, in these days 
he would have to be left to the 
officers of the law and the courts. 
Parents who do their duty, be- 
ginning from the babyhood of the 
little one, will never need to come 
to such an extremity. But this 
Scripture plainly shows that par- 
ents ‘should feel the desperate im- 
portance of discipline. Disobedi- 
ence to parental authority, long 
continued and deliberate on the 
part of a minor son, was thus 
punished, under the Mosaic law, 
with the death penalty! 

Our modern, easy-going stand- 
ards have let the very foundations 
of our society rot because we have 
not insisted on the authority of, 
fathers and mothers being exer- 
cised in the home. The whipping 
of children to punish sin and 
compel obedience, as necessary, is 
absolutely essential to the proper 
development of character and -the 
growing of moral, upright men 
and women. Fathers and mothers 
in this matter act for God A\l- 
mighty and wield His authority 
in the home, 


God Specially Holds Parents 
to Account for the Discipline 
and Control of Their 
Children 


It is no small matter to be re- 
sponsible to God for bringing a 
little life into this world. But ev- 
ery father and mother is responsi- 
ble to God; and God holds par- 
ents strictly to account to enforce 
righteousness, to punish evil, to 
grow -a character submissive to 
God and the right. — 

Abraham is an example great- 
ly blessed because God could de- 
pend on him to control his chil- 
dren for the right. In Genesis 18: 
17-19 we are told why God took 


Abraham into. His confidence 
about the planned destruction of 
Sodom and Gomorrah. 


“And the Lord said, Shall I hide 
from Abraham that thing which 
I do; Seeing that Abraham shall 
surely become a great and mighty 
nation, and all the nations of the 
earth shall be blessed in him? For 
I know him, that he will command 
his children and his household 
after him, and they shall keep the 
way of the Lord, to do justice 
and judgment; that the Lord may 
bring upon Abraham that which 
he hath spoken of him.” 

Here we see that God decided 
to tell Abraham His plans, “For 
I know him, that he will command 
his children and his household 
after him, and they shall keep 
the way. of the Lord, to do justice 
and judgment.” This would make 
it so God would be able to fulfill 
His promise to Abraham: “that 
the Lord may bring upon Abra- 
ham that which he hath spoken 
of him.” 

How striking and impressive is 
the truth that God promised His 
blessings to Abraham because He 
knew that Abraham would com- 
mand his children and his house- 
hold and make them serve God! 
The inference is obvious that if 
Abraham had not been one to 
make his household obey, God 
would not have confided in him 
His plans for the future and 
would not have made to him such 
exceeding great and_ precious 
promises. For a man to make his 
children obey, and so to bring 
them up in righteousness _and 
judgment, is a fundamental mat- 
ter of character, greatly honored 
of God! 

Eli, the high priest of God in 
the days when Samuel was born, 
is a sad example of a man who 
failed God in this matter, Eli was 
a good man. As far as we know, 
God had no complaint with the 
way he held the office of high 
priest, no complaint about his 
moral life, no complaint about the 
way he judged the people. By all 
human standards, save one, Eli 
was a great and good man. But 
in the matter of commanding his 
children, in restraining and cor- 
recting and disciplining them, Eli 
was a failure! 

When Eli was an old, old man 
and his sons were grown and mar- 
ried with families of their own, 
God still held it against him that 
he did not restrain his sons. Eli 
had rather’ feebly protested 
against the adultery and the greed 
of his sons (I Sam. 2:22-25). They 
did not obey their father, however, 
and Eli did not enforce his will 
upon them. For this very reason, 
that is, because Eli did not vigor- 
ously take the matter in hand and 
punish his own sons, grown, mar- 
ried men that they were, God’s 
curse came upon him! The proph- 
et of God came to Eli and warned 
him that Eli honored his sons 
above God (I Sam. 2:29). This 
man of God prophesied that Eli’s 
two sons, Hophni and Phinehas, 
should both die in one day, that 
Eli’s family would be completely 
removed from the priesthood. God 
said, 

“And I will raise me up a faith- 
ful priest, that shall do according 
to that which is in mine heart 
and in my mind: and I will build 
him a sure house; and he shall 
walk before mine anointed for 
ever. And it shall come to pass, 
that every one that is left in thine 
house shall come and crouch to 
him for a piece of silver and a 
morsel of bread, and shall say, 
Put me, I pray thee, ‘into one of 
the priests’ offices, ‘that I may 
eat a piece of bread’ (I Sam. 2: 
35, 36). 

Then the little child Samuel 
grew up with a heart tender to- 
ward the Word of God, and God 
gave him this message against 
Eli: 

“In that day I will perform 
against Eli all thihgs which I have 
spoken concerning his house: 
when I begin, I will also make an 
end. For I, have told him that I 
will judge his house for ever for 


'mature men, God held Eli 


the iniquity which he knoweth; 
because his sons made themselves 
vile, and he restrained them not. 
And therefore I have sworn unto 
the house of Eli, that the iniquity 
of Eli’s house shall not be purged 
with sacrifice nor offering for ev- 


er’ (I Sam. 3:12-14). 


Read that again carefully and 
see the importance of it. “Because 
his sons made themselves vile, and 
he restrained them not,” God said 
he would judge the house of Eli 
forever, “that the iniquity of Eli’s 
house shall not be purged with 
sacrifice nor offering for ever.” 


What was this terrible sin of 
Eli, this “iniquity” that would 
never be purged? What was this 
sin that should bring a curse 
upon al] the unborn generations 
of Eli’s house? It was simply this: 
Eli did not restrain his sons! He 
should have chastised them and 
made them obey, made them walk 
uprightly when they were children 
and young men. If he had done so 
then, they would not have dis- 
graced him when he was old. But 
even after the sons were grown, 
ac~ 
countable when he did not re- 
strain them. Eli, as a high priest, 
could have had his sons publicly 
whipped, could have put them out 
of the priesthood; could have had 
them stoned publicly, put to death 
for their crimes. He did not pun- 
ish his sons, and so the curse of 
God came on his family forever! 

I am simply saying that God 
holds mothers and fathers ac- 
countable for their children. There 
is no way to be a good Christian 
when you do not do right on this 
fundamental matter of the cor- 
rection and discipline of your chil- 
dren. 


“Do you mean to say that one 
cannot be a good Christian who 
does not rule well his children? 
Do you mean to say that this is 


a fundamental matter of Chris- 


tian character, that parents must 
make their children obey, must 
punish them, restrain them, and 
discipline them?” So someone 
may ask. I answer, That is ex- 
actly what the Bible teaches, For 
example, in I Timothy, chapter 
3, God gives the qualifications for 
a bishop or pastor of a church 
and likewise the qualifications for 
a deacon. About. the bishop, 
I Timothy 3:4, 5 says that he must 
be “one that ruleth well his own 
house, having his children in sub- 
jection with all gravity; (For if 
a man know not how to rule his 
own-house, how shall he take care 
of the church-of God?)”’ 

Here it -is cleaffy stated that 
no matter how sound in doctrine, 
how fervent in spirit, how clean 
in life, no man is fit to be pastor 
of a church who does not disci- 
pline his children and have his 
children in subjection with all 
gravity! 

The same reguirement is made 
for those who would be officers 
of a local church, the deacons. 
First Timothy 3:12 says, “Let the 
deacons be the husbands of one 
wife, ruling their children and 
their own houses well.” A man 
Who is not a good ruler over 
his own family is not fit even to 
be a servant in the church of 
God (the word deacon means ser- 
vant). 

How many, many times the in- 
fluence of one who longs to serve 
Christ is utterly ruined because 
he has failed to rule well his own 
house! Disobedient, unruly chil- 
dren, undisciplined children bring 
to naught the influence of a godly 
father. Hence the Scripture com- 
mands no man is to be elected 
pastor of a church or even deacon 
in a church who~does not follow 
the Bible commands about disci-

plining and ruling well and keep- 
ing in subjection his own children. 

To rear godly. children, to re- 
strain. them, to correct them, to 
bring them up in the chastening 
and admonition of the Lord, is 
one of the simple and basic Chris- 
tian virtues. without which Chris- 
tian parents cannot please God. _ 


Punishment a Necessity and 
Proper Molder of Character 
Is corporal punishment actually 
necessary for a child? Are not 
other methods more modern and 
more effective? That.is not what 
the Word of God .teaches.. Other 
punishment may be sometimes ef- 


fective, and certainly there ,are 
other essentials. to. proper child 


rearing; but whipping has a dis- 
tinct place, ordained of God, in 
the discipline and development of 
children, 

Proverbs 20:30 says, “The blue- 
ness of a wound cleanseth away 
evil: so do stripes the inward 
parts of the belly.’ A blue bruise 
cleanses away evil from the char- 
acter, when rightly given; stripes 
do the same for the inward life, 
says this Scripture. 

Happy is the child who learns 
very early in life that sin brings 
trouble! One who gets soundly 
punished for sin will learn to fear 
sin and then to hate it. ‘““The blue- 
ness of a wound cleanseth away 
evil: so do stripes the inward 
parts of the belly.” This God’s 
Word says. 

Certainly, then, sometimes pun- 
ishment should be so vigorous as 
to leave stripes on a child. I re- 
member poignantly the first time 
one of my little ones was so stub- 
born that I had to spank her two 
or three times about the same 
thing, and I was so vigorous about 
it that faint blue marks were left 
by my fingers. The beloved but 
stubborn child had surrendered to 
the inevitable, had given up her 
will in the matter and had quietly 
gone to sleep when I saw those 
marks. The sight cut me to the 
heart. I went alone to cry and 
pray. I knew of no other way be- 
sides the vigorous spanking to 
get. the proper results, and I was 
sure I had done right. Yet the 
blue marks on the little body, so 
precious, left me stricken with 
grief: I remember well that I 
prayed something like this: 
“Heavenly Father, I do not pre- 
tend to know much about rearing 
children. I only know what You 
have said in Your Word, and I am 
going to try to do it. Now, oh, 
my Heavenly Father, You must 
see that it gets the blessed re- 
sults You have promised. You 
must make my girls good girls!” 
And I bear the dear Lord record 
that He has fulfilled His Word 
in the matter of my _ beloved 
daughters. Blessed and holy re- 
sults in character can come from 
a sound whipping given in Jesus’ 
name and because it is right, in 
punishment for sin and to secure 
obedience. 

This teaching that discipline, 
correction, punishment, whenever 
necessary, leads to morality and 
good character is taught further 
in Proverbs 29:15. There we are 
told, “The rod and reproof give 
wisdom: but a child left to him- 
self bringeth his mother to 
shame.” One who is restrained 
and held under control by his 
father and his mother will learn 
to control himself. One who is 
properly curbed and instructed as 
a child will learn to curb him- 
self. One who has properly learn- 
ed to appreciate and submit to the 
authority of the home will find it 
normal to submit to the authority 
of school and the authority of 
government and the authority of 
God. Réal character is developed 
by strict and careful rearing by 
godly parents wha believe what 
the Word of God Says, that “The 
rod and reproof give wisdom.” — 

In Proverbs 29:17 the same 
truth is restated. “Correct thy 
son, and he shall give thee rest; 
yea, he -shall give delight unto 
thy soul.” The father who cor- 
rects his son will later feel pride 
and joy in the grown son who will 
thus have learned to control him- 
self. 

These Scriptures agree that the 
correction of children, when done 
consistently and prayerfully, will 
curb the hot temper of youth, will 
train little feet in paths of moral- 


ity and righteousness, and that 


‘the character thus ‘developed will 


be a matter of pride and joy to 
the fathers and mothers. who loved 
God and righteousness ‘enough to 
rear their children according to 
the Scriptures, $e 

Admiral Dewey, the hero of Ma- 
nila in the’ Spanish-American 
War, tells us that.a. good whipping 


kept him from becoming a crim- 


inal. An Indiana farmer in 1898 
published the following remark- 
able story, telling how the boy 
who later became Admiral Dewey, 
the hero of Manila in the Spanish- 
American War, was an unprinci- 
pled bully as a boy, headed for a 
life of crime, and was saved for 
society. by a genuine whipping. 
The whipping was delivered by Z. 
K. Pangborn, major in.the Civil 
War and later congressman. The 
article follows: 

“Major Z. K. Pangborn of Jer- 
sey City, the only man who ever 
whipped Admiral George Dewey, 
was nominated for congress a few 
days ago by the Republicans of 
the Hudson County District, New 
Jersey. Major Pangborn whipped 
Dewey while the Jatter was_ hi

pupil in a backwoods school near 
Montpelier, Vermont, half a cen- 
tury ago. 

“When Dewey was a boy, Pang- 
born, according to his story, being 
then fresh from college, undertook 
the management of a district 
school in Montpelier. The school 
had been in rebellion, and Dewey 
was the leader of the anti-teacher 
brigade. Several teachers had been 
removed, and one had been stood 
on his head in a snow bank. It 
was generally said in Montpelier 
that nobody could govern that 
school. When Pangborn appeared 
the first day he noticed Dewey 
up a tree throwing stones at small 
boys. 

“*You’ve got to stop that,’ said 
the teacher sharply. 

‘““Go to blazes!’ retorted Dewey 
from his perch. 

“Pangborn provided himself 
with a rawhide, which he tucked 
away over the schoolhouse door, 
and then placed several clubs of 
good hickory on top of the pile 
in the old wood box. The following 
day Pangborn was about to punish 
some unruly scholars when Dewey 
stepped up to his desk and said: 

“ ‘Look here, teacher, we’re go- 
ing to give you the best lieking 
you ever had.’ 

““Take your 
Pangborn. 

“Dewey shot out his right fist 
and it landed dangerously near 
Pangborn’s jaw. Instantly the 
teacher seized his rawhide, and 
Dewey was writhing under the 
lash. When the other boys tried 
to go to Dewey’s help, the teach- 
er seized the hickory clubs and 
with one piece in each hand struck 
the boys about him with such 
vigor that they soon ran. He gave 
it to Dewey hot and heavy, and 
it was not long before the future 
conqueror of the Philippines was 
begging for mercy for the first 
and only time in his life. That 
put an end to the rebellion. 

“Dewey and Pangborn have 
been warm friends ever since. 
Dewey recently said to the Major: 
‘I shall never cease to be grateful 
to you. You made a man of me. 
But for the thrashing you gave 


seats,’ ordered 


me, I would probably be a state 
prisoner.’ ” 


Many another good man, as was 


prison by a good whipping. Many 
others are in jail who could have 
been saved to society as good citi- 
zens by discipline. 


Lack of Discipline in the 
Home Leads to Pubiic 
Shame Later 

Many a life of sin and shame is 
simply. the outgrowth of a life 
without any discipline; without re- 
buke and without reproof. The 
child who was’ not punished for 
sin at home will naturally feel 
that he can get by with-sin. And 
the same child wil! grow into a 
man without self-control,. without 
a fear of sin, without a conscience 
well developed. Proverbs 29:15 
says that “the rod and _ reproof 
give wisdom: but a child left to 
himself bringeth his mother to 
shame.” Do you leave your child 
to himself? Do you let him have 
his own way? Then, mother, you 
might as well get ready to be 
brought to shame by the same

There are 
illustrations of this. truth, 
undisciplined children turn out to 
be wicked adults. 

temember the wicked sons of 
Eli, the high priest of Israel, men- 
tioned above, Though priests, they 
were never converted. First Sam- 
uel 2:12 tells us, ‘“The sons of Eli 
were sons of Belial; they knew 
“not the Lord.” They were sacri- 
legious, despising the offerings of 
the Lord (I Sam. 2:17). They 
committed adultery with the 
women who came to the taber- 
nacle to worship (I Sam. 2:22). 
Whence came all this wickedness 


sons of a great man of God go 
so thoroughly wrong? It is simply 


restrained and corrected by Eli. 
For I Samuel 3:13 gives us God's 
words about it: “For I have told 
him that I will judge his house 
for ever for the iniquity which he 
knoweth; because his sons made 
themselves vile, and he restrained 
them not.” 


What shame Eli and his wife 
must have had over these wicked, 
ungodly, unsaved, adulterous sons. 
But all that could have been saved 
with a few sound thrashings at the 
proper time, and with careful di- 
rection and restraint along with 
teaching and prayer. “‘A child left 
to himself bringeth his mother to 
shame.” 

Another Bible example of a sin- 
ful manhood following an undisci- 
plined childhood is that of Adoni- 
jah, the son of David by his wife 
Haggith. Adonijah rebelled against 
David and tried to seize the king- 
dom. First Kings 1:5, 6. says, 
“Then Adonijah the son of Hag- 
gith exalted himself, saying, I will 
be king; and he prepared him 
chariots and horsemen, and fifty 
men to run before him. And his 
father had not displeased. him at 
any time in saying, Why hdst thou 
done so? and he also was a very 
goodly man; and his mother bare 
him after Absalom.” 

David had never displeased Ado- 
nijah saying, “Why hast. thou 
done so?” The lack of discipline 
and restraint, that lack of punish- 
ment, made Adonijah into the 
rebel who would have. seized the 
kingdom. ‘A child left to himself 
bringeth his mother to shame.” 

Was that the way King David 
reared his boys? We suppose he 
was as lax with other sons as with 
Adonijah. Consider, then, that one 
son of David, Amnon, who raped 
his fair half sister, Tamar (Il 
Sam. 13:1-19). “The rod and re- 
proof give wisdom: but a child 
left to himself bringeth his moth- 
er to shame.’ How sad that David 
did not use the rod and reproof 
on Amnon and save the poor boy 
from becoming a rapist and being 
later murdered for his sin! 

Absalom, too, was David’s son. 
It is fair to suppose that David 
reared Absalom as carelessly as 
Adonijah. Absalom murdered his 
brother Amnon, then _ set. out 
systematically to steal the hearts 
of the people, and then rebelled 
against King David, seized the 
kingdom, committed adultery with 
David’s wives, and that in public, 
and tried to kill King David his 
father! Surely it is true that “the 
rod and reproof give wisdem: but 
a child left to himself bringeth 
his mother to shame.”

to the father or mother who is to 
“chasten thy son while there is 
hope” (Prov. 19:18). Punishment 
will not often be necessary, per- 
haps, if becomes the 
well-understood requirement, with 
no deviation, But when. punish- 
ment must be given, it ought to 
be given thoroughly. Many par- 
ents whip a ehild only enough to 
anger him and arouse resentment. 
I have seen a mother spank a 
little boy or girl and then take 
a half hour of petting trying to 
win back the favor of the angry 
child. Surely that is wrong and 
contrary to this command of the 
Bible. If whipping must be done, 
then do it thoroughly enough to 
get results; and it will save much 
trouble and heartache for both 
parent and child later on. When 
the child’s will is surrendered, 
when there is an honest penitence 
for sin and the offender is willing 
to make right his wrong in loving 
obedience, there is no reason to 
continue the punishment. But un- 
til this attitude of submission is 
reached, “Let not thy soul Spare 
for his crying.” My father seemed 
to have a rule to whip until we 
cried and then whip until we 
stopped! And if my dad was doing 
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the whipping, one would certain- 
ly find a way to stop crying, 
though one felt he would burst. 
My dear father did not whip often. 
I remember only twice, I think, 
that he whipped me. By the time 
I was nearly four, which is as 
far back as I can well remember, 
it was already established in my 
heart that “Papa” was to be 
obeyed instantly. And I cannot re- 
member when I was not tremen- 


dously grieved if I thought I had 


grieved him. Nor can I ever re- 
member the slightest resentment 
toward him for the authority 
which he carried so simply and 
so grandly! When my father did

ding! 

In Cleveland, Ohio, I preached 
on “The Christian Home,” and a 
man came to tell me of his blessed 
father now in Heaven. “I remem- 
ber so well the last time he 
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The Child Reared in Godly 
Discipline: “When He Is Old, 
He Will Not Depart From It” 


Can we so rear our children as 
to guarantee that they will live 
godly lives? That is exactly what 
the Bible teaches! Proverbs 22:6 
says: “Train up a child in the 
way he should go, and when he is 
old, he will not depart from it.” 
The American Standard Version is 
a little clearer, I think, and says, 
“Even when he is old he will not 
depart from it.” Even when a child 
is grown, away from home, away 
from the restraints of father and 
mother, he will never depart from 
the training he had as a child, if 
he were really reared in the way 
he should go, says the Scripture. 

I well know that there is more 
to good parenthood than whipping 
children. There ought to be godly 
example day by day. Children 
ought to be taught to work. There 
ought to be much Bible teaching. 
There ought to be much prayer. 
Children ought to be won to 
Christ at an early age. But cer- 
tainly the very backbone of child 
rearing is discipline, being taught 
to obey, taught to do right, ruled 
lovingly in the ways of righteous- 
ness by father and mother, Fa- 
thers are to bring children up “in 
the nurture |or chastening| and 
admonition of the Lord,” as Ephe- 
sians 6:4 says. If they follow the 
Bible plan, the character of chil- 
dren will be so set for God and 
righteousness and morality and 
subjection to authority that when 
the children are grown, independ- 
ent men and women, they will 
never leave the godly ways taught 
them by their parents. 

I had this Scripture seriously 
challenged one day. I was a young 
preacher attending the seminary 
and preaching on Sundays to a 
country church. When I preached 
on the Christian home and used 
this Scripture in Proverbs 22:6 as 
a text, a prominent man in the 
church, deeply distressed, asked 
me to go to his home with him. 
There he told me, ‘Pastor, 
you preached this morning is not 
so. You said if we would bring 
up a child in the way he should 
go he would never depart from it. 
I know that is not true. I know 
I did bring my boy up right.” 

“But,” I said, “that is not my 
statement. That is a statement 
from the Word of God. Here it is 
in the Seripture, “Train up a child 
in the way he should’ go; and 
when he is old, he will not de- 
part from it.’ You are challenging 
the Word of God,” 

“Then, if the Bible says that, 
the Bible is wrong,” he replied. 
“IT know I did bring my boy up 
right. I am not to blame that he 
went wrong.” 

I told him that no man had a 
right to maintain membership in 
a church of Jesus Christ and deny 
one verse in the Bible. And since 
he had made an issue of the mat- 
ter and declared that the Bible 
teaching of Proverbs 22:6 was un- 
true I demanded to know where 
his boy was. At first he refused 
to tell me, out of embarrassment 
and shame. But when I insisted, 
he said that the boy was in the 
Texas State Penitentiary’ at 
Huntsville, Texas. “But I know 
I raised my boy right,” he said. 
“T am not to blame that my boy 
has gone wrong.” 

Since he had made God’s Word 
out to be a lie, I determined to 
go to the heart of the matter, and 
I said, 

“You say you raised your boy 
right. Then tell me this, did you 
whip your boy and make him 
mind? Did you make him get up 
the first time he was called? Did 
you require that he say, ‘Yes, 
Sir!’ and, ‘Yes, Ma’am!’ to you 
and his mother? Did you whip 
the boy and make him obey?” 

He replied, “You are young and 
you think such a rule will fit 
everybody. My boy was _high- 
strung and nervous. We could not 
bear down on him sharply and de- 
mand strict obedience as can be 
done with some children. He 
wouldn’t take it. He was too ner- 
vous!” 

(Incidentally, I remember that 
I was very nervous and high- 
strung as a boy, too. But my fa- 
ther solved that difficulty very 
easily. He just got more nervous 
than I did!) 

“So you did not make your boy 


what | 


mind. You did not believe the 
Scripture that says, “The rod and 
reproof give wisdom; but a child 
left to himself bringeth his moth- 
er to shame.’ You did not believe 
the Scripture that says, ‘Correct 
thy son, and he shall give thee 
rest; yea, he shall give delight 
unto thy soul’ (Prov. 29:15, 17). 
And your boy is in the peniten- 
tiary and you blame God! Tell 
me another thing. Did you have a 
family altar at your house? Deu- 
teronomy 6:6-9 commands the fa- 
ther to teach the words of the Bi- 
ble diligently to his children; to 
talk of them when he rises up and 
sits down, and to have them on 
the walls of his house. Did you 
have family worship? Did you 
have prayer and Bible reading in 
your home every day? Did your 
boy learn the Bible in the home 
and learn to pray?” 

He replied, “You city people 
may have time. for that, but we 
farmers have to get up early and 
work long hours. We didn’t have 
time for any foolishness.” 

The boy who did not have time 
for fifteen minutes or thirty min- 
utes daily of family worship, had 
plenty of time to spend several 
years in the penitentiary! (And 
this man certainly misjudged me 
if he thought I was from the 
city!) 

“So you didn’t make your boy 
obey you, you never chastised him, 
you never taught him the Scrip- 
tures, you never had family wor- 
ship. Let me ask one more ques- 
tion,” I said. “Did you ever take 
the Bible and tell your boy that 
you wanted to show him how to 
be saved? Did you ever try to 
lead your boy to trustein Jesus 
as his Saviour and give. his heart 
and hfe to God? Did you ever 
try to get your boy saved while 
he was at home with you?” I 
asked. ‘ 

“T will have you to know 
I am a Baptist,” he said, 
don’t beheve in dragging 
children into the church before 
they know what it is all about.” 

It is a pity that he was such 
a good Baptist that he never 
talked to his child about being 
saved. 

This father did not believe the 
sible was true. He denied the 
truth of the Scripture, “Train up 
a child in the way he should go: 
and when he is old, he will not 
depart from it.” Yet he himself 
had never whipped his son, never 
demanded and never gotten obedi- 
ence. He never taught the 
child the Word of God. He had 
never had a family altar with Bi- 
ble reading and prayer in the 
home. He had never tried to show 
the lad that he was a sinner and 
needed a Saviour, never tried to 
bring him to trust in Jesus and 
to know Him as his own Saviour 
in the forgiveness of sins. And 
now that the boy was in a state 
penitentiary for his crimes against 
society, the father insisted that he 
had reared the boy aright! But 
you and I know that the father 
was to blame. You and I know 
that by any Bible standard, he 
had not reared his child for God, 
had not brought him up “in the 
nurture and admonition of the 
Lord.” 

Sometime ago a mother asked 
me to pray for her grown, mar- 
ried son. “He is a drunkard, a 
blasphemer, and living in terrible 
sin,’ said the mother. “I know 
he was reared right, and I believe 
he will come back to it when he 
is older,” she said. But that is a 
misapplication of Proverbs 22:6. 
The Bible never promises that a 
child who goes off in outrageous 
sin will come back to the way of 
his godly parents. The Bible plain- 
ly teaches that such a_ child, 
brought up as he ought to have 
been in the fear of God and ac-

| cording to the Bible pattern, will 


never depart from that general 
course of an upright, moral, god- 
ly life. 

Of course, the children who are 
led to Christ in the home, children 
who are taught the Scriptures, 
children who are disciplined care- 
fully and nurtured under the au- 
thority of a godly father and 
mother, will make mistakes and 
will not be perfect. But the course 
of their lives will follow that 
which they learned at home, If 
the father and mother use the 
means at hand, follow the Bible

plans of discipline and teaching 
and example and prayer, then the 
mother and father can safely lean 
on the promise of God’s Word 
that the child will never forget 
his rearing and never leave that 
upright course he was taught in 
the home! And what a blessed, 
blessed promise is that on which 
every parent can lean. Here is a 
Scripture that can guarantee: the 
happy, moral, upright future of 
our children if we believe it and 
act upon it in time. 


Mrs. Susannah Wesley’s God- 
ly Way of Rearing Children 

How were John Wesley and 
Charles Wesley, leaders in the 
great evangelical movement in 
England, founders of Methodism, 
reared? By what manner were 
such godly men, so well-controlled, 
so wholly given to the Lord, so 
brilliant in mind, so tender in 
conscience, so unswerving in prin- 
ciple, developed? Their mother, 
Susannah Wesley, taught them 
to fear the rod when they were a 
year old! So she herself says, and 
John Wesley himself published 
her statement. The holy lives of 
these saintly men, John = and 
Charles Wesley, grew out of the 
godly discipline of the home. That 
the Wesleys themselves believed, 
and the Scriptures bear them out. 
Susannah Wesley believed the 
Scripture that ‘‘the rod and re- 
proof give wisdom: but a child 
left to himself bringeth his moth- 
er to shame” (Prov. 29:15), She 
believed the Scripture that “the 
blueness of a wound cleanseth 
away evil: so do stripes the in- 
ward parts of the belly’ (Prov. 
20 :30). 

She believed the teaching of 
the Scriptures that one who is 
not chastised is treated as a bas- 
tard, not as a legitimate son (Heb. 
aot. Ohi 

In The Heart of John Wesley’s 
Journal is published a letter from 
Mrs. Wesley to her son, part of 
which we give here: 


, “July 24, 1732 

“Dear Son.—According to your 
desire, I have collected the prin- 
cipal rules I observed in educating 
my family; which I now send you 
as they occurred to my mind, and 
you may (if you think they can 
be of use to any) dispose of them 
in what order you please. 

* * * 


“When turned a year old (and 
some before), they were taught 
to fear the rod, and to cry softly; 
by which means they escaped 
abundance of correction § they 
might otherwise have had; and 
that most odious noise of the cry- 
ing of children was rarely heard 
in the house; but the family 
usually lived in as much quietness 
as if there had not been a child 
among them. 

* * oK 
“Conquer the Child’s Will 
“In order to form the minds of 
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children, the first thing to be done 
is to conquer their will, and bring 
them to an obedient temper. To 
inform the understanding is a 
work of time, and must with 
children proceed by slow degrees 
as they are able to bear it: 
the subjecting the will is a thing 
which must be done at once; and 
the sooner the better> For by 
neglecting timely correction, they 
will contract a stubbornness and 
obstinacy which is hardly ever 
after conquered; and never, with- 
out using such severity as would 
be as painful to me as to the 
child. In the esteem of the world 
they pass for kind and indulgent, 
whom I eall cruel, parents, who 
permit their children to get habits 
which they know must be after- 
wards broken. Nay, some are so 
stupidly fond, as in sport to teach 
their children to do things which, 
in a while after, they have severe- 
ly beaten them for doing. 


“Whenever a child is corrected, 
it must be conquered; and this 
will be no hard matter to do, if 
it be not grown headstreng by too 
much indulgence. And when the 
will of a child is totally subdued, 
and it is brought to revere and 
stand in awe of the parents, then 
a great many childish follies and 
inadvertences may be passed by. 
Some should be overlooked and 
taken no notice of, and others 
mildly reproved; but no willful 
transgression ought ever to be 
forgiven children, without chas- 
tisement, less or more, as the na- 
ture and circumstances of the 
offence require. 

“T jnsist upon conquering the 
will of children betimes, because 
this is the only strong and ra- 
tional foundation of a _ religious 
education; without which both 
precept and example will be inef- 
fectual. But when this is thor- 
oughly done, then a child is cap- 
able of being governed by the 
reason and piety of its. parents, 
till its own understanding comes 
to maturity, and the principles of 
religion have taken root in the 
mind. 


“T cannot yet dismiss this sub- 
ject. As self-will is the root of all 
Sin and misery, so whatever cher- 
ishes this in children insures their 
after-wretchedness: and irreligion; 
whatever checks and mortifies it 
promotes their future happiness 
and piety. This is still more evi- 
dent, if we farther consider, that 
religion is nothing else than the 
doing the will of God, and not 
our own: that the one grand im- 
pediment to our temporal and 
eternal happiness being this self- 
will, no indulgences of it can be 
trivial, no denial unprofitable. 
Heaven or hell depends on this 
alone. So that the parent who 
Studies to subdue it in his child, 
works together with God in the 
renewing and saving a soul. The 
parent who indulges it does the 
devil’s work, makes religion im- 
practicable, salvation unattainable; 
and does all that in him lies to 
damn his child, soul and body for- 
ever. 


“They Had Nothing They Cried 
for 

“The children of this family 
were taught, as soon as they could 
speak, the Lord’s Prayer, which 
they were made to say: at rising 
and  bed-time constantly; to 
which, as they grew bigger, were 
added a short prayer for their 
parents, and some collects; a short 
catechism, and some portion of 
Scripture, as their memories could 
bear. 

“They were very early made to 
distinguish the Sabbath from oth- 
er days; before they could well 
speak or go. They were as soon 
taught to be still at family pray- 
ers, and to ask a blessing immedi- 
ately after, which they used to 
do by signs, before they could 
kneel or speak. 

“They were quickly made to 
understand they might have noth- 
ing they cried for, and instructed 
to speak handsomely for what 
they wanted. They were not suf- 
fered to ask even the lowest ser- 
vant for aught without saying, 
‘Pray give me such a thing’; and 
the servant was chid, if she ever 


jlet them omit that word.” 


Thus Susannah Wesley, saint 
of God, reared those great men 
whose influence kept millions out 
of Hell. Surely she proved well 
enough the truth of the Scrip- 
ture that though “a child left 


but. 


to himself bringeth his mother to 
shame,” the converse is also true, 
“The rod and reproof give wis- 
dom,” and “Correct thy son, and 
he shall give thee rest; yea, ye 
shall give delight unto thy soul.” 


How Whipping Children Keeps 
Them Out of Hell! 
There is a. strange, strange 
statement in Proverbs 23:13, 14. 
“Withhold not correction from 
the child: for if thou beatest him 
with the rod, he shall not die. 


Thou shalt beat him with the 
rod, and shalt deliver his soul 
from hell.” 


‘If you beat your child with a 
rod, he shall not die,’ says. the 
Seripture. And the Scripture not 
only means that whipping does not 
kill a child, does not harm him; 
it also means that whipping is 
likely to save his hfe. The ehild 
who is properly disciplined is 
much more’ likely to live a long 
and useful life. He is not so likely 
to die of violence, since he will 
live an upright, godly life, and 
will not keep company with braw- 
lers. He is not so likely to die of 
punishment for his crimes at the 
hands of the state. He is not so 
likely to die of disease brought 
on by sin. So the Scripture en- 
courages parents with these 
words, 


“Withhold not correction 
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from the child: for if thou beatest 
him with the rod, he shall not die. 
Thou shalt beat him with the rod, 
and shalt deliver his soul from 
hell.”’ 


The word for Hell here is the 
Hebrew word Sheol which gen- 
erally means the place of departed 
spirits. But the usage in the Old 
Testament tends continually to- 
ward regarding Sheol as the place 
of torment of the unconverted. 
The New Testament word Hades, 
in the Greek, is equivalent to the 
Hebrew word Sheol, and when Je- 
sus told about the rich man who 
“died, and. was buried; And in 
hell he lift up his eyes, being in 
torments,’ He used the word 
Hades. So although the Scrip- 
ture says that good whippings at 
the proper time will keep a boy 
from a premature death, the 
Scripture also means what it says 
in the English, “Thou shalt beat 
him with the rod, and shalt de- 
liver his soul from hell.” 

One of the saddest things I 
have learned in preaching in city 
missions, in jails, and in street 
services all over America is that 
often a criminal behind the bars 
or a poor drunken bum on the 
street will say to me, “Sure, sure, 
I know all about that. I have read 
that Scripture many times. My 
father was a Methodist preacher,” 
or ‘‘My father was a Baptist dea- 
con.” Many men have turned out 
to be criminals, many are out- 
rageous sinners who grew up in 
the homes of devout Christians. 
Beyond any shadow of doubt, for 
a father and mother to be good 
Christians in the home is not 
enough. Good examples alone do 
not guarantee that the children 
will turn out moral and upright 
and religious. Even the reading 
of the Bible and prayer in the 
home are not enough to guaran- 
tee that the children will become 
good Christians, There must also 
be discipline, the reproof of sin 
and its punishment. Fathers are 
to bring their children up “in the 
nurture and admonition of the 
Lord,” that is, in the chastening 
and teaching of the Lord. 

To a-_mother who begged Dr. 
Bob Jones, Sr., to pray for her 
son, Dr. Jones said, “My praying 
won't take the place of your 


whipping.’”’ Children who are not 
taught to’ respect authority in the 
home will not respeet it abroad. 
Children who rebel against fa- 
thers and mothers, and get by 
with -it, will rebel against God. 
The child. who is not made to heed 
his parents may never heed the 
call of the Spirit of God to be 


‘converted. 
Chastisement, done earnestly 
and with. justice, yet tempered 


with mercy; chastisement done in 
the name of Jesus does two things 
for a Child permanently. First, 
the child learns that sin does not 
pay. He comes to realize the fact 
so often expressed in the Bible 
that “Be sure your sin will find 
you out’ (Num. 32:23); that 


“Whatsoever a man soweth, that, 


shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7); 
that “The wages of sin is death’’ 
(Rom. 6:23). Any child properly 
reared, punished for his sins and 
rewarded for his obedience, com- 
pelled to defer to the divine au- 
thority as it has been entrusted 
to the hands of his father and 
mother—any child so reared, I 
say, will have a continual subcon- 
scious realization that sin is cer- 
tain to come to judgment. And 
that conviction is the background 
of all true repentance. Such a 
child is the most fruitful kind of a 
gospel subject. 


Second, the child properly pun- 
ished for his sins develops a con- 
science that is hurt and grieved 
when he does wrong. Not only 
does the child properly reared 
feel instinctively that sin must 
come to judgment, but he comes 
to take the side of right in his 
own conscience and holds himself 
accountable for his. sins. The 
child who is compelled to.do right 
and is punished for sin, along with 
the proper teaching and the prop- 
er example, will want to do right. 


Such children who have come to 
recognize the importance of right 
and wrong, who have come to 
have a conscience constantly alive 
and dealing with them about ev- 
ery action, are predisposed to hear 
the Gospel. It is easy to get them 
to have a sense of conviction for 
their sins and to have a sense of 
need for God and a desire to be 
saved. The easiest people in the 
world to win to Christ are those 
who have already a deep con- 
science on the question of right 
and wrong, those who have a rev- 
erence for God, a sense of re- 
sponsibility to Him, and a fear 
of the results of sin. 


In a town where I was pastor, 
there lived an unsaved man and 
wife with a large family of chil- 
dren. The man did not attend 
church, and I could not win him 
to Christ. But it happened that he 


was specially strict in rearing his 
children. He never allowed them 


out in bad company. They had to 
be home by a certain time each 
night. Even the boy twenty years 
old was held strictly to account, 
could only keep company with an 
approved list of friends, and must 
be in his own home by a set time 
each night. And the $$ father 
whipped his children soundly when 
necessary to enforce his strict 
discipline. They loved their father, 
of course; but they also feared 
him in a reverential way. 

t was my privilege to talk to 
these young people in the home 
of the unsaved father, and one by 
one I led them to trust in Christ. 
I never found people with more 
tender hearts. I never found lost 
sinners more quick to confess 
their sins and with tears of peni- 
tence to turn to Christ for mercy 
and salvation! Their father’s ex- 
ample had not been good in the 
matter of serving God, but his 
strict rearing had made them fit 
subjects for the Gospel. The seed 
fell on good soil, soil that had 
been properly plowed, when it 
fell into their hearts. 

Children properly reared can 
be easily won to Christ. But chil- 
dren who are reared in rebellion, 
reared to have their own way, 
reared with neVer a thought of 
punishment for their sins, are 
often calloused and rebellious and 
without any respect for God and 
His Word. They have no sense 
of shame for their sins, no fear of 
God nor of coming judgment. 

The Bible is true, then, when 
it says, ‘‘Withhold not correétion 
from the child: for if thou beatest 
him with the rod, he shall not die. 
Thou shalt beat him with the rod, 
and shalt deliver his soul from 
hell,” as the wisest man who ever 
lived was inspired of God to write 


in Proverbs 23:13, 14. Any father! 


and mother who do. what they 
ought to do about discipline’ will 
find it ‘easy to do what.they ought 


to do about winning their children: 


to Christ. Good whippings given 
in time, along With proper rear- 
ing otherwise, make it easy to win 
people to Christ and so eating their 
souls out of Hell. 


Objections Answered 


People have many objections to 
this Bible plan of whipping chil- 
dren to make them mind. We 
might safely take the Bible at 
face value and follow it implicitly, 


knowing that no objection will be 


valid against the Word of God. 
But a little consideration will 
show how foolish are the objec- 
tions people offer against the Bi- 
ble plan. 


1. “Whipping is brutal, unfair.” 
So some say. “For a great big 
man to whip a little boy or girl 
means that he is simply taking 
advantage of his size to oppress 
little people who cannot protect 
themselves,” say some not very 
intelligent people. 


Is an armed policeman unfair 


when with a gun and handcuffs © 


at hand he arrests a burglar? Is 
a teacher unfair who takes au- 
thority over children in the school, 
decides what the lessons will be, 
how much written work will be 
required, and does not give a child 
an equal chance to decide about 
the lessons and work he is to do? 
That is silly on the face of it. If 
whipping is unfair, then any kind 
of punishment by any authority 
in the world would be unfair. That 
silly objection strikes at all au- 
thority in home and school and 
state and“business. The truth is 
that God gives the father more 
strength and more wisdom along 
with his authority, just as the 
government gives the policeman a 
gun along with his badge. That 
strength and authority ought to 


it. 

It is true that a whipping in- 
flicts pain. But’ does that make 
it wrong? So does filling or pull- 
ing a tooth by the dentist cause 
pain. So does a tonsil operation 
by a surgeon. The end in view 
justifies some pain. And the end 
in view in whipping children justi- 
fies some pain. By learning that 
fire burns, a child learns to keep 
out of the fire. By learning that 
sin brings punishment, children 
learn to keep from sin. In He- 
brews 12:7 God says, “If ye endure 
chastening |whipping!, God deal- 
eth with you as with sons.” He- 
brews 12:11, in the same chapter, 
says, ‘Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to bé joyous, but 
grievous: nevertheless afterward 
it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness unto them which 
are exercised thereby.” The re- 
sults of whipping, done for right- 
eousness’ sake, are peaceable and 
happy, not. brutal. 

2. “I believe in ruling by love, 
and not by force.” Many a person 
has said that. And all of us know 
that parents should love their 
children, bosses should love their 
workers, rulers should love their 
citizens, teachers should love their 
pupils. God loves His own crea- 
tures and pours upon us blessings 
unnumbered every day. Yet God’s 
great love does not make it un- 
necessary for Him to punish sin. 
He still punishes His own children, 
‘scourgeth every son whom he 
receiveth,” says the Scripture. 

“I love my boy too much to 
whip him,” said a mother. But 
that was really a dishonest eva- 
sion, as well as an untrue state- 
ment.. Proverbs 13:24 says, “He 
that spareth his rod hateth his 
son: but he that loveth him chas- 
teneth him betimes.” If that wom- 
an had really loved her son, she 
would not have wanted him to 
grow up to be a criminal, as many 
undisciplined children . do. She 
would not have wanted him to 
have a broken home because of 
his wild, undisciplined ways. Mul- 
tiplied thousands of divorces come 
because of lack of discipline in 
youth. A child corrected and chas- 
tened in youth makes a much 
safer matrimonial risk. If she had 
loved her son, she would have 
wanted him to be happy; and a 
rebellious, self-willed youngster 
grows up unsatisfied and unhappy, 
unadjusted to society, unable to 
control his own passions and 
wants, So the mother who thought 
she loved her son too much to 
whip him, really loved her own 
ease too much. She had no in- 
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tegrity, no principle, no conviction 
which she loved enough to do 
right, and for which she would 
endure some pain to please God 
and for the good of her son. Cer- 
tainly whipping is hard on the 
mother and father who love their 
children. But that is not as hard 
as later seeing them. come to trou- 
ble and ruin because they were 
not disciplined in childhood. In- 
telligent parents had better do 
right and save later trouble by 
whipping in time and being happy 
later. | 

Do you think that all children 
would do right without any pun- 
ishment if they were loved? Then 
all of human authority is wrong. 
If that silly theory be right, then 
it is wrong to have policemen, 
wrong to have courts, wrong to 
have traffic rules and penalties, 
wrong to have laws against mur- 
der or theft or adultery. If that 
silly theory be right, then God 
is wrong to punish His own chil- 
dren, wrong to send punishment 
on sin, wrong to send sinners to 
Hell! 


That foolish theory that love 
can rule adequately without any 
punishment for sin denies every 
fundamental doctrine of the Bible. 
It denies the fact of man’s fallen 
nature, the taint of sin inherent 
in every child. It denies the in- 
spiration of the Bible which so 
clearly commands us to whip 
children. That silly theory teaches 
that God is brutal and mean to 
have a Hell of torment or to bring 
sinners to judgment. Such an idea 
that love can rule adequately 
without punishment is wholly un- 
christian and antiscriptural. Bi- 
ble Christians must accept it as 
a doctrine of God that sin needs 
to be punished and that when sin 
is unpunished men and women, 
boys and girls go further into sin. 
Real love in the hearts of parents 
for their children will help them 
to punish sin and grow good men 
and women who are afraid of sin 
and love righteousness. 

3. “Whipping is likely to break 
their little wills.” Surely this ex- 
cuse was -invented by somebody 
who never had a child of his own. 
When you have had six as I have, 
and have earnestly tried to bring 
them up in the nurture and admo- 
nition of the Lord, you will find 
out their “little wills’ are not so 
easily broken as you _ suppose. 
Self-will is the very heart of all 
sin. Isaiah 53:6 says, “All we like 
sheep have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own way.” 
There is no danger of an honest 
whipping in a righteous cause 
breaking the will of a child. There 
is not even any danger of its 
breaking his self-respect, if it be 
done honorably by godly parents 
for a good reason. 


Break the child’s will? Do you 
mean whipping would give a child 
an inferiority complex, make him 
indecisive, vacillating, without 
convictions? As Admiral Dewey 
was, I suppose? As John and 
Charles Wesley, as Benjamin 
Franklin, as George Washington? 
These great men, chastised when 
they needed it, reared to obey or- 
ders, seemed to have had plenty of 
will left! Actually, children who 
are taught obedience, made to 
give up rebellion; children who 
are chastised for sin really come 
to have more convictions, have 
more standards of right and 
wrong. A child who early in life 
develops great standards of right 
and wrong, justice and truth and 
discipline and self-control, by hav- 
ing parents who really exercise 
authority over him until he is 
Well enough developed and grown 
up enough to control himself, has 
a far better basis of sound char- 
acter, a better set of moral stand- 
ards and convictions with which 
to meet life’s problems, How I 
thank God that this overbearing 
will of my own, this flaming tem- 
per, this domineering spirit was 
curbed in youth and held in check 
by godly authority in the home 
until I developed conscience 
enough and habits sufficient and 
convictions strong enough to con- 
trol them myself! 


4. “But it is dangerous to 
thwart a child’s desires,” say some 
pseudo-psychologists. “Whipping 
may leave a child with repressed 
desires and inner rebellion that 
may ruin his life.’”’ That is a sam- 


| rist who never tried it, 


universities, taught in child psy- 
chology courses, the piffle taught 
by lecturers to clubs of silly wom- 
en who do not care about the 
Bible or God. 


The simple truth is that the 
quickest way to straighten out the 
subconscious mind of a child and 
stop that inner rebellion, that 
sense of frustration, that spirit of 
“Tl get even,” or “I’d like to kill 
my dad or my mother,” is a good 
Old-fashioned thrashing. That 
works even in the. cradle. Many, 
many times I have seen a child 
scream and howl for his own way, 
fight his mother or father, and 
yell defiance for a half hour at 
a time. Then finally I have seen 
the mother or father with a few 
vigorous blows settle the whole 
matter. The spanked child would 
suddenly give up his rebellion, 
would cling in penitence to his 


sured of forgiveness would peace- 
fully go to sleep within a minute 
of time! 

What is wrong with a lot of 
these criminals who are enemies 
of society, rebels against all au- 
thority, is simply that they nev- 


really conquered, and so never 
learned to conquer themselves. 
The thing that is wrong with 
these wild, delinquent children 
filling the jails, young people who 
are the burden of law enforce- 
ment officers, of teachers and par- 
ents alike, is simply that they 
need some strong authority to 
take them in hand and make 
them do right. The best balanced, 
most complacent, happy personali- 
ties in the world are those who 
early learned to submit to au- 
thority, and by being exercised by 
chastisement found that it yielded 
“the peaceable fruit of righteous- 
ness,’ as the Scripture plainly 
promises (Heb. 12:11). 


o. “But children who are 
whipped will hate their father 
or their mother,” says some theo- 
who 
probably never had a child. A 
lady columnist wrote, “I am sure 
I should have hated my mother 
if she had whipped me.” But the 
poor, ignorant lady would never 
have talked so silly if she had had 
proper rearing. Do you mean that 
citizens hate a government which 
enforces its laws? All the evi- 
dence proves the contrary. A 
righteous government which vig- 
orously enforces righteous laws 
and punishes crime, finds that 
crime decreases and the citizen- 
ship is loyal and patriotic. On 
the other hand, when law enforce- 
ment lags, then the whole moral 
fiber of the nation dissolves. Do 
you mean that John and Charles 
Wesley hated their mother, Su- 
sannah Wesley, because they were 
beaten when they needed it? Then 
you do not know the story of the 
Wesleys! All over America men 
and women have told me with 
tears how they revered the moth- 
er or father who reared them 
strictly, whipped them when 
necessary, and brought them up 
in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord. 


6. “But there are more effective 
ways of punishing children than 
by whipping,” some people say. In 
answer, I will admit there are 
times wher other punishments 
seem necessary. No doubt the 
child who scatters things on the 
floor should be made to pick them 
up, and sometimes if Sally pulls 
the hair out of Mary’s doll baby, 
it may be she should give up her 
own doll in exchange. Sometimes 
the boy who is not a good boy 
through the week should not be 
allowed to go to the picnic on 
Saturday. I say that sometimes 
the punishment should be directly 
connected with the offense, and 
other punishments sometimes 
ought to be given besides whip- 
ping. 


ping has a place that nothing 
else can fill in rearing children. 


For one thing, it is clearly com- 
manded in the Bible. The Bible 
never commands fathers to make 
their children stand in the cor- 
ner, or to get down from the ta- 
ble, or go to bed early, or to stay 
in the house when other boys play 
ball. The biggest argument for 
whipping children is that the Bi- 
ble plainly commands it. And for 


Bible is God’s Word there is no 
answer to that»eargument. 


But there are good reasons 
back of God’s plan, as is true in 
every case. For one thing, whip- 
ping settles the matter quickly 
and definitely and can bring a 
child to penitence and confession 
at once. Suppose a child has to 
stay in after school for a week. 
No teacher knows for sure that 
the boy will be penitent at the 
end of a week, honestly sorry for 
his sins, and will resolve to do 
better. But a good, solid whipping 
could continue until the will were 
thoroughly subdued and until the 
boy penitently promised to do bet- 
ter. After all, no punishment does 
any good which does not affect 
the rebellious will of the child. 


And further punishment is not 
necessary, I believe, after there 
is a deep-seated resolve to do 
right and in the heart of the of- 
fender a genuine penitence for sin 
committed. As Proverbs 20:30 
says, “The blueness of a wound 
cleanseth away evil: so do stripes 
the inward parts of the belly.” 
Stripes do something for the re- 
bellious, fallen nature of a child 
that cannot be done by other 
forms of punishment, it appears 
from the Scripture and from ex- 
perience. 

If little Sally pulled the hair 
from the head of Mary’s doll, then 
having to give up her own doll 
might make her only more re- 
sentful, more determined to get 
even with Sally some other way. 


A sound spanking at the same 
time, with proper apologies and 
some genuine plan of restitution, 
would be much more likely to fix 
whatever was wrong in Sally’s 
heart that made her want to pull 
out Mary’s doll’s hair. We can 
safely follow the plain commands 
of the Bible and know we are on 
the right track.

—A, J. Gordon 
God's Purpose in 
This Age

then, is the calling out of the 
church, 
The method employed is the 


preaching of the glad tidings that 
Christ died on the cross, a vicari- 
ous Offering, the saving merit of 
which avails for any who will be- 
lieve on Him, The saving offer is 
made to all, and this is not in 
mockery but in good faith, as ex- 
pressing the desire of God for the 
salvation of ail. 

The one commission with which 
we are invested is to proclaim that 
message to every creature, to 
baptize those who by receiving it 
become the disciples of Christ, and 
to instruct such baptized believers 
in all righteousness. 

Our character as such heralds is 
that of ambassadors who are, in 
Christ’s stead, to beseech sinners 
to be reconciled to God, proclaim- 
ing that Christ, the sinless one, 
has been made sin for us, that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in Him (Matt. 28:18-20; 
Mark 16:15; Acts 1:8; II Cor. 5: 
18-21). 


Not All at Jerusalem Were 
Converted Nor in Any 
N. T. Community 


In perfect harmony with this 
program the Age began. The little 
flock called out by three years of 
our Lord’s personal ministry were 
baptized with the Holy Spirit on 
the day of Pentecost. In the full- 
ness of the Spirit’s power they be- 
gan on that day their ambassador- 
ship. Out of the vast. throng 
gathered for the feast three thou- 
sand were converted. A _ glorious 
outcalling for His namé, truly, but 
neither then nor on any _ subse- 
quent occasion was Jerusalem con- 
verted. The entire apostolate was 
gathered there, filled with the 
Holy Spirit, and preaching a pure 
Gospel in incorruptness, “the Lord 
working with them and confirming 
the word with signs following,” 
but still Jerusalem was not con- 
verted. After a time the ambassa- 
dors were scattered abroad, and 
Philip went down to Samaria and 
“preached unto them.” There was 
much joy in that city, and many 
were saved, but the city was not 
converted. 

But I need not dwell upon the 
story of the apostolic church as 
it is told in the Acts, and gathered 
from the epistles. In Antioch, 
Philippi, Athens, Rome—wherever 
the Gospel was preached it proved 
to be the power of God unto salva- 
tion to every one that believed. To 
every believing hearer it was a 
savor of life unto life. But the 
number who believed was _insig- 
nificant in comparison with the 
number who rejected and _ disbe- 
lieved. To them it was a savor of 
death unto death. Paul and the 
other ambassadors soon discovered 
that from some their message was 
“hid.” The god of this world had 
blinded their minds. This mighty 
Gospel, which had in it the power 
of God, which could instantly save 
the brutal jailer of Philippi, could, 
it was discovered, be rejected. It 
was foolishness to the Greek, a 
stumbling block to the Jew. 

In the great city of Corinth “not 
many wise men after the flesh, not 
many mighty, not many . noble’ 
were convérted. And so it was 
everywhere. And so, my hearers, 
has it been ever since. This world, 
so far as we know, has never seen 
a converted city, or town, or even 
village. 


God’s Plan for the Age: To 
Take Out a People for 
His Name 


Is the Gospel then a failure? 
God forbid! The Gospel never 
failed, can never fail. God’s Word 
by the Gospel is accomplishing 
precisely the mission which was 
forseen and foretold for it, that 
whereunto it was sent. And we 
must not forget, either, that the 
Gospel will yet bring this world to 
Christ. It is not at all a question 
of the ultimate triumph of the 
blessed Lord. The heathen may 
rage and the people imagine vain 


things, but Jehovah wil yet set 


His King on His holy hill of Zion. 
Converted Israel, glorified saints, 
even a mighty angel shall yet pro- 
claim the Gospel, and “the moun- 
tain of the Lord’s house shall be 
established in the top of the moun- 
tains, and shall be exalted above 
the hills; and all nations _ shall 
flow unto it” (Isa. 2:2). “The 
earth shall be full of the knowl- 
edge of the Lord, as the waters 
cover the sea” (Isa. 11:9). 


All this will surely come to pass, 
for the Lord hath spoken it—but 
not in this age. This is the age of 
the “ecclesia”—of the called out 
ones, 

Let me just here refer you again 
to that great passage in the Acts 
which has been most aptly called 
“the divine program of this age 
and the next.” 

“Simeon hath declared how God 
at the first did visit the Gentiles, 
TO TAKE OUT OF THEM a people for 
his name, And to this agree the 
words of the prophets; as it is 
written, After this I will return, 
and will build again the taber- 
micle of David, which is fallen 
down; and I will build again the 
ruins thereof, and I will set it up: 
That the residue of men might 
seek after the Lord, and all the 
Gentiles, upon whom my name is 
called, saith the Lord, who doeth 
all these things.’—Acts 15:14-17. 

Now let me ask, dear friends, 
what is God doing in this age of 
ours? It is not precisely the thing 
spoken of in that fourteenth 
verse? Is He not taking out of the 
Gentiles a people? A few Jews 
are being converted, for Paul tells 
us there is always a remnant in 
Israel according to the election of 
grace (Rom. 11:5), but the great, 
the altogether vast majority of the 
church is taken out of the Gen- 
tiles. This we all see. To believe 
this is not at all a matter of faith, 
but of observation simply. And I 
must again call attention to the 
words “take out.” It is exactly 
what we see. Not, anywhere, the 
conversion of all, but everywhere, 
the taking out of some. 

Now what, according to the 
prophet quoted by James, is to fol- 
low this out-taking? “After this I 
WILL RETURN,” and then fol- 
lows the conversion of the world. 

The evangelization of the world, 
then, and not its conversion, is the 
mission committed to us. To do 
this, to preach the Gospel unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth, to of- 
fer salvation to every creature, is 
our responsibility. It is the divine- 
ly appointed means for the calling 
out of a people for His name, the 
church. 


Christians Do Much Good in a 
Wicked World, But Reform 
Is Never Substitute for 
Salvation 


That the preaching of the Gospel 
produces everywhere many of the 
kingdom conditions is _blessedly 
true. Where the Gospel and an 
open Bible go, the humanities and 
ameliorations which are to have 
their full fruition in the kingdom 
age spring up. Even the uncon- 
verted acknowledge the new ethi- 
cal ideal, and there is an immense 
quickening of the higher powers 
of man. These are gracious and* 
beautiful results in which we may 
legitimately rejoice. They are 
vindications of the truth of our 
blessed faith. 

But what we need to guard our- 
selves against is the notion—now, 
alas! all but universally preva- 
lent—that these results are the 
chief object and end of our mis- 
sion; that we aYe sent into the 
world to civilize it. No, my hear- 
ers, these are its incidentals. It 
appears that the sick in Jerusa- 
lem were healed when the shad- 
ow of Peter fell upon them as 
he walked the streets, but Peter, 
my friends, was not walking the 
streets for the purpose of casting 
that beneficent shadow: he was 
going and coming in the work of 
his apostleship. Suppose he had 
turned aside to this business of 
shadow making? Who doubts 
that very speedily the shadow 
would have lost its power? 

This, then, is our mission, to 
preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture. This, then, is the purpose 
of God in this age—to take out of 
the Gentiles a people for His 
name, the church, the ecclesia, the 
called out ones. Here we stand 
fast. We will not attempt in this 
age the work which God has re- 
served for the next.

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Different Degrees 
...in Hell?

drew aside that veil from that 
unseen world and showed us a 
man in Hell. That man was tor- 
mented in the flames. He wanted 
water—not a barrel of water, not 
a gallon of water, not a pint of 
water— he wanted a finger wet 
with water. He said, “Let Lazarus 
dip his finger in water and cool 
my tongue; for I am tormented 
in this flame.” Oh! my brethren, 
if there is no Hell, let us close up 
our churches for it does not mat- 
ter how we live. It is because we 
have lost our belief in Hell that 
there are sO many people going 
there. Because we have lost our 
belief in a literal Hell, sin is ram- 
pant. 


Let us preach the Word. The 
Lord did not call us to preach a 
social gospel. He did not call us to 
bring in the kingdom. He called 
us to preach the old Gospel that 
tells men that they are sinners, 
on their way to Hell, and that Je- 
sus is the only Saviour. Hear me, 
my fellow preachers: it is possible 
to attract crowds and get many 
to join the church, but it is hard 
to get men. saved. Many preachers 
have a good-Lord-good-Devil, 
straddle-the-fence religion and the 
best it can do for you is to land 
you in Hell. Let us tell men that 
unless they repent and turn from 
their sins Hell awaits them at the 
end of life’s journey. 

If we would see men saved, we 
must first show them that they 
are lost.and in danger of Hell-fire. 
If we would see revival, we must 
show Christians that their unsaved 
loved ones are only a heart beat 
from Hell. 


Oh, the Christians in our 
churches who have unsaved rel- 
atives and friends and they never 
speak to them about their lost 
condition, never pray, never shed 
tears over the lost! Oh, the people 
who claim to be Christians, who 
go to church only occasionally, 
while souls are going to Hell. They 
are not concerned enough to go to 
His house. Oh, the Christians who 
will go to Sunday School and then 
run home. It is dishonoring to God 
-to do this. If you really believed 
that people are lost, you would be 
found in the services in your 
church. Your words and every ac- 
tion of your life would be guided 
by this one thought: “Will it help 
me to win souls?” 

In this age when countless thou- 
sands are going to Hell and when 
many professing Christians are 
unconcerned, we need again to 
sound the warning from our pul- 
pits that “It is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the 
judgment” (Heb. 9:27). So I say 
without any hesitation that the 
Bible teaches there is a place call- 
ed Hell. 


There Will Be More Torment 
in Hell for Some Than 
for Others 


The Bible also teaches that 
there will be different degrees of 
punishment in Hell. In Revelation 
20:11-15, we read: 


“And I saw a great white 
throne, and him that sat on it, 
from whose face the earth and 
the heaven fled away; and- there 
was found no place for them. And 
ZI saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the -books 
were opened: and another book 
was opened, which is the book 
of life: and the dead were judged 
out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to 
their works. And the sea gave up 


the dead which were in it; and 
death and hell delivered up the 
dead which were in them: and 
they were judged every man ac- 
cording to their works. And death 
and hell were cast into the lake 
of fire. This is the second death. 
And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire.” 

I believe that these Scriptures 
teach that the unsaved will be 
judged according to their works. 
Some will suffer more in Hell 
than others. I am going to name 
three classes of people whom I 
believe will suffer greater punish- 
ment than others. 


First, I believe that the people 
who live in America and reject 
Christ will suffer more than those 
who live in a heathen country. 
This is a land where the Gospel is 
preached in many churches and by 
radio and television; Bibles are 
everywhere. If you are unable to 
buy one, there are places where 
you can. obtain one free. 


Tracts point the way to Christ 
on every hand. Your opportunities 
to have been saved would have 
been many. It would be _ better 
for you to go to Hell like the 
heathen man in Africa who never 
heard the Gospel. It would be bet- 
ter for you if you had never seen 
or read a tract. 


A boy had a mother who was a 
devout Christian woman and who 
would give him tracts. One day 
he came in and said, ““Where can I 
get away from these tracts? I was 
riding on the streetcar today and 
someone handed me a tract.” 

She replied, “My son, when you 
go to Hell no one will give you 
tracts there.” Every tract that 
had ever been handed you would 
burn you as fire. 

Another class of people who 
will suffer more in Hell are those 
who have read the Bible and re- 
fused its offer of salvation. To sit 
in eternity and think that there 
was a time when you held in your 
hand God’s Holy Word and knew 
that accepting Jesus Christ as 
your Savior would have saved you 
from Hell, woukl indeed be ter- 
rible. Yes,* people who live in 
America and have Bibles on every 
hand and yet refuse the Christ 
that it offers will suffer a greater 
punishment in Hell. 

If you have a praying father or 
mother, and die and go to Hell you 
will suffer more. Please bear in 
mind that there will be no love in 
Hell, only hate. No mother’s love 
there. The most precious memory 
I have is the memory of a Chris- 
tian father and mother. 

When I was just a little boy, 
one day my mother called me to 
her and said, ‘Son, some day you 
will preach the Gospel.” She would 
go about her work singing the 
songs of Zion. My father was a 
Christian for more than fifty 
years. He prayed until one day 
his prayers caught up with me and 
God saved me. If you have a pray- 
ing father or mother and you 
manage to resist their entreaties 
and push their prayer aside and go 
to Hell, I tell you their memory 
will haunt you for eternity. 

If you go to Hell it would have 
been better for you if you had 
never heard of Christ. The vivid 
recollection of His undying love 
and unmeasured sacrifice will tor- 
ment you through the ages. The 
simple thing required of you is to 
believe and be saved, and the very 
fact that you had to trample Jesus 
Christ under foot to get to Hell 
would indeed be a punishment that 
no mortal mind could conceive of. 

If you go to Hell, it would be 
better for you if you had never 
been in a church service where the 
Gospel is proclaimed. Every ser- 
mon, every invitation song would 
come back to you and remind you 
that you had an opportunity to be 
saved and yet would not. The sad 
thought comes to me that people 
are reading these words who will 
someday be in Hell. There are 
millions who live in America who 
are going to Hell. 

There are millions who have 
heard the Gospel preached who 
are going to Hell. Countless thou- 
sands have had tracts handed to 
them only to throw them aside in 
their mad rush to Hell. Multi- 
tudes have had godly fathers and 
mothers, and yet today are lost. 
Great numbers have heard of 
Christ and His atoning blood, yet 
they counted it as an unworthy 
thing and trampled it under their 
feet and are now nearing the brink 
of the pit. 


Millions of people will be pres- 


ent in their churches. Sunday 
morning who are bound for Hell. 
Great numbers have their names 
written on the church roll but 
they will awaken in Hell. There 
are deacons, Sunday School teach- 
ers and church workers who have 
their names written on the church 
roll but not in the Lamb’s Book of 
Life and as a result will die and 
go to Hell. There are preachers 
who like to speak great words and 
impress people with their know- 
ledge, but they themselves are 
ignorant of God’s simple plan of 
salvation. They too are headed in 
the direction of Hell. 


Parents Must Give Account If 
Their Children Are Lost 


There are fathers and mothers 
today who are leading their chil- 
dren toward Hell. You never go to 
church, have no time for God, you 
make light of God and the church 
in the presence of your children. 
Some day in the not too distant 
future you will awaken in Hell and 
there you will know that in due 
time your boy and your girl will 
follow you, led by your careless 
indifference. A mother who. is 
reading these words will awaken 
in Hell. You love a good time more 
than you do God. You come home 
with the smell of liquor on your 
breath and a cigarette in your 
mouth. You curse and take God’s 
name in vain in the presence of 
your children. One day you will 
die and be buried and in Hell you 
will lift up your eyes being in tor- 
ment; you will look back and see 
that boy, that girl, following you 
into that awful place. 


O Father, Mother, hear my plea 
today, turn to God now, resolve to 
become a follower of Jesus Christ. 
Take that boy, that girl to God's 
house, set the right example be- 
fore them, 


Dr. George Truett told this 
story many years ago. He had 
been asked to conduct the funeral 
of a girl sixteen years of age. Seek- 
ing information that would help 
him in his ministry of comfort, 
he was told by her mother that 
she was their only child. The 
mother’s heart was broken. “Yes,” 
said the great preacher, “you are 
to sorrow but not as others who 
have no hope.” 


The mother answered, ‘That is 
where the trouble is; we have no 
such hope. Our daughter was not 
a Christian.” And then with tears 
rolling down her cheeks she said, 
“While it is true that her father 
and I were both members of the 
church even before she was born, 


it is also true that our darling 
girl lying there in the casket has 
never heard either of us pray. She 
was not saved; she is lost and her 
blood will be upon us.” 


Many parents will stand at the 
judgment bar of God with the 
blood of their children on their 
hands. But how different the story 
when the mother and father are 
Christians. 

One day my telephone rang. I 
answered it and heard the voice of 
an anxious father tell me that his 
girl was in the hospital and not 
expected to live. In a few minutes 
I was in the hospital talking with 
the father and mother who were 
Christians. The girl, just fourteen 
years old, had become a victim of 
spinal meningitis. We went into 
the room and the mother bent 
down over the dying girl. Her eyes 
opened; then she whispered, “I 
am so glad that I have a mother 
who told me about Jesus.’ 


She closed her eyes and we went 
outside to wait. Presently the doc- 
tor came and said to the mother, 
“Your girl will be dead in two 
hours. I have done all that can be 
done.” The mother turned to me 
and said, “She is in His hands. 
Let His will be done.” 


The day came for the funeral. 
The mother and father sat near 
the casket; there was a look of 
peace on their faces. They had 
learned to do what Paul said— 
“Sorrow not, even as others which 
have no hope.” They could do this 
because at an early hour in their 
child’s life, they had told her the 
old, old story of Jesus and His 
love. They had made sure that all 
was well with her soul. The moth- 
er and father who leave Christ out 
of their lives will one day awaken 
in Hell and their punishment will 
be terrible because they will look 
back and see their children on 
their way to that awful place. 


But You May Escape Hell by 
Turning to Jesus, Trusting 
Him 
Before I close this message, let 


me tell you how you can escape 
Hell. Jesus said, ‘‘“For God so loved 


‘the world, that he gave his only 


begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth on ‘him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life. For God 
sent not his Son into the world to 
condemn the world; but that the 
world through him might be sav- 
ed” (John 3:16, 17). 


“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 


life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on thhim” (John 3:36). 

The Apostle Paul, writing to the 
Romans, said, “If thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the Lord Je- 
sus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be sav- 
ed. For with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; and 
with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation. For the scripture 


saith, Whosoever believeth on him 


shall not be ashamed. For there is 
no difference between the Jew and 
the Greek: for the same Lord over 
all is rich unto all that call upon 
Him. For whosoever shall call up- 
on the name of the Lord shall be 
saved” (Rom. 10:9-13). Man, wo- 
man, heed these Scriptures. Don’t 
go to that place where you will 
carry your voice, your eyes, your 
memory with you. Repent, repent, 
repent,. now!
